which tells of his tuicide, states that

His superstitious nature 
is 


further demonstrated

burgh after his unsuccessful venture 


here and, it is understood, had

RUSSIA’S GREAT RAILWAY. 


It Runs From Moscow to Vladivostok, 
a Distance of 6,000 Milas. 
It was Alexander III. who first real­ 
ised the possibility of m aking a rail­ 
way across the whole length of tho 
continent, and in the year 18u2 his son, 
Czar Nicholas II., laid the first stone a t 
Vladivostok. 
This was done in order 
to guard the newly acquired territories 
of the valleys of the Amur and Fssari 
from the inroads of other nations; tho 
railways 
would 
thus 
facilitate 
the 
transport of troops if necessary. 
It 
covers a distance of (J. OOO miles from 
.Moscow to Vladivostok. 
T he Rosston 
government voted t io.oc <i,nx> for its 
constriction, and it was completed fin 
eleven .years. 
It ta le s three days to reach Zlatoust, 
iu the Vial mountains. 
There Is to be 
seen the famous “stone of parting.” 
Could it speak, w hat a minuter of 
heartrending tales it could tell. When 
criminals and political prisoners were 
sent to Siberia that "great lone land’’ 
of the east. their friends usually bade 
them goodby in tho presence of the 
cold Rtone. 
From Zlatoust the main line proceeds 
to Omsk, whence It readies the shores 
of Lake Baikal, one of the largest 
fresh w ater hikes iii the world. 
Some­ 
times the Russians term it "the holy 
sea." because an Island In the luke 
was believed to lie the abode of an 
evil spirit, who continually had to bo 
appeased with sacrifices. 
Seals and 
Lceautlful allonges abound in the lake. 
Previous to I ta >r» the whole train was 
transferred by menus of a wonderful 
movable platform, where it rested on 
rails, on to the steam er on Lake Bai­ 
kal. 
This steamer was built at New­ 
castle, find w as fitted with powerful 
screw's, which could be driven through 
ice four feet thick. 
Now the railway 
Is continued round the south of Luke 
Baikal.— Pearson’s Weekly.
